Honoured Sir, 


LL that do profeſs the Faith ſhould 
Countenance- and Encourage that 
Man that can manifeſt the Power 

of Faith, for the great Honour and 

: Exaltation of a Kings Perſon ,. and 
the great Joy, Peace and Proſperity of many Na- 
tions, which will be wiki about in a ſhort 
time , by that Man in whom the Lord of Hoſts 
doth make bare his Arm, to manifeſt his Wiſe 
dom and Power affiong the Sons of Men, for the 
oreat Joy,” Peace and Proſperity of them ; for the 

Glory of his great Name, and to have the Devil 

and all the Workers of Evil brought to ſhame, 

that ſo his Goſpel, which is the Goſpel of Recon- 

ciliation , and the glad Tidings of Salvation , 

may run and be glorified among all Nations 

where it is not, and may flouriſh more ahd 
more 'where it is ; that fo the Heathens may be' 

Converted , and Jews'and Gentiles. brought 1nto 

one Fold : that ſo all Strife, Contention” and 

Wars throughout the whole World may ceaſe ,

a Friend tothe Sons of Men, in the work of Faith, 
and the labour of Love for them, in ſuch high 
and honourable Work , that will prove pleaſant, 
profitable, and delightſome to many Perſons in 
all Nations, and Victorious, Glorious and Crown- 
ing Work, that will Crown the God of Heaven 
with much Glory among the Sons .of Men, and 
our .Royal Sovereign Charfes the Second , 
King of Great Britazu, with, great Honour and 
Power over them, -over all Heathen and Popiſh 
Kings, .Prieſts, Princes and. Emperors. in the 
World. 

The words of our Lord and Saviour, when he 
was upon Earth with the Sons of-Men, his words 
were words of Life and-of Power among them 
ſo. are the words of that Man in all Generations, 
that doth believe in him, -and can manifeſt *the 
Power of Faith for him.

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bove all the Powers of Hell, do what they 
can, , 

The time is eome;' that all they that are Ene» 
mies to the Proteſtant Religion, and to the'Go» 
vernment of the, Church of Frglind , that have 
ſlighted and undervalued Divine Faith , which 
is-better than-Strength or Weapons of War, or 
Silver or Gold, either a Perſon or a Nation will be 
aſhamed when . they come to-conſiler and urd:t- 
ſtand that it is by Faith 1 ſtand; I ſtand in rhe 
Love and Favour of God, bitand by the Wiſdom 
and Power of God : Therefore as by Faith ſtand, 
ſo by Faith I ſhall quit my ſelf like a Man, and 
make all that are Enemies to God and Man, 
throughout the whole World, to tremble, as the 
Devil and all the Workers of Evil', that are en- 
gaged with him and for him , - againſt the Prote- 

ant. Religion,ahd the Government of the Church 
of England, which is for QUlnity., Peace and Con- 
cord, for Piety and: Vertue, - which would: have 
all the Sons and. the .Daughters of Men ceaſe 
to do evil and- learn: to'do+ well , and in every 
Grace and Vertue-to excell ; which is for the ho- 
nour of the Proteſtant 'Religion, and the Peace 
and the Proſperity of.. all Kingdoms. Therefore: 
all-that call themſelves Chriſtians and Proteſtants 
in England, Scoland, France, and Ireland, and 
do not conform to ſo excellent a Government } 
which is for Love and Vnion, to prevent Strite

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Devil, who is the: Author;and. Cauſe of all Evil, 
among the Sons 'of Men, - He is that, Prince of 
the Air, /that i$; every where to make Strife and, 
Contention ,  Sedition and Treaſon,, Wars and 
Confuſion , among all Perſons, Families, Cities 
and Kingdoms : He ſets Learned Men one againſt 
another, to confound and deſtroy each other ; 
he ſets the Wiſe againſt the Strong, the Strong 
againft the Weak, | andthe Rich againſt the Poor, 
to bring 'Deſolation among all Perſons ang Na- 
tions :- He ſets' the Turk againſt the Pope, and 
the Pope againſt him, and the French King a- 
gainſt them both ; andis it not time for me toſer 
my ſelf againſt them all , for-their great hame 
'and down fall ; but 1 ſhall-ſet my. ſelf moſt q- 
gainſt the Devil , becauſe hehated Man from the 
beginning , and did endeavour to deſtroy him, 
as'foori as/he had a Being ; be -isa Murderer, he 
caufed Cazn to kill his Brother Abel; he has

War with the Devil, but having begun to make 
War with him in my own Perſon , for the great 
Joy, Peace and Proſperity of all Nations ; I ſhall 
not leave him, but will vex and perplex him, 
wound and confound him ,: tilhall Strife, Con- 
tention and Wars, throughout the, whole World 
doth ceaſe, and among all People in all Na- 
tions , there be a free Trade ,,, great Joy, and 
a laſting Peace ; that the Sons of Men may live 
Conquerors in the World, and die Conquerors 
over Sin, Death, Hell , and the Devil. They 
muſt hate what is Evil, what is Evil in-them- 
ſelves, for it is weakneſs and fooliſhneſs to ſpeak 
gainſt Evil in- others, andjto :love and- approve 
of it in themſelves; but they, that hate Then is 
Evil 'in themſelves, will begin to loath it, and 
then to leave it, and then to be weary of it; 
and then the Devil will be weary of them. This 
is the way for the Workers of. Evil to leave the 
Devil, and the Devil to leave them. 

This is my great Deſign , and the labour and 
travel of, my Mind, for the Devil. to leave 
the Sonsof Men., and the Sons of Men. to leave 
him , that ſo he may take up his reſt in his Den, 
and not for to have any lodging among them ; 
but in his Den there let, him roar ; rage, and 
ſwell, but nonore cauſe the Sons of Men for to 
rebel. ' "They that do: hate what.is: Evil in; them- 
ſelves , arid do love what,is Good. inothers, - will 
| habour to-be' good in thezr own. Perſons,.,and ito: 

do much good in their Generation, . for the great 
honour of God, the King, and the Nation, 
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They that would overcome the Devil, whois 
the author and cauſe of all Evil, they muſt not 
{light and undervalue the Publick Prayers of the 
Church of E#g/and, becauſe they be ſuitable and 
ſeaſonable, profitable and comtortable , for all 
Perſons in all Nations ,- for to inform them and 
to reformthem , it they be not wanting to them- 
ſelves ;. they' be ſuch Prayers, that will teach 
Men to know how to Pray in their Families, and 
between God and their own Souls, from whom 
they may have what they. can deſire, ' as.truth 
of Grace; ſirength of Grace, and increaſe of

The Prayer of the Upright it is Gods Delight, 
and tends to Mans great Peace, Profit and Com- 
fott ;- it is Faith, Prayer and Meditation, that 
will drive the Devil from Mens Habitations, ſo 
that they will enjoy great Confolation,and be free 
from Condemnation and everlaſting Damnation. 
Prayer without Faith it is heattleſs; and"Faith 
without Prayer it is fruitlefs ; Faith and Prayer

Will it 
not be all Self-ſekers and Men-pleaſers, lovers 
of themſelves more than tovers of God, their 
King and Countrey ? {t is weakneſs and foolifh- 
neſs, if not madneſs, for to make anoiſe about 
Religion , for this Party andthat Opinion , and 
do not labour to get power againſt Sin, and vidto» 
oy over the Devil. . This is the way for to make 

ome *to ſhake, and Spain to quake, and all that 
are Enemies to: the Governiment of the Church 'of 
Englund, their Hearts toake, more than many 
Armies of Met, This is the way for the King- 
doms of Sin; 'Satan , and Antichriſt, for to grow 
weaker and weaker, and the Kingdoms of our 
Lord' and Saviour ftronger and ſtronger; ſo 
that the whole Earth will be filled with the 
Knowledge and the'Glory of the Lord , 'as the 
VYaters cover the Sea ; ſo that the People in moſt 
Nations will praiſe God , yea; all will fearn'rs6 
praiſe him with new. Obedience, becauſe they 

ave their Being from him , and their well Bein! 
is in him. This 1s the way for the Throne of our 
Rojel, Sovergign to be eſtabliſhed im Rp 
neſs, fo that the Workers of Iniquity, the Seed

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Treaſon, for Wars and Confuſion, will be affraid 
and aſhamed to come into his Majeſties Royal 
Preſence, ſo that his Majeſties Royal Court will 
be the moſt Renowned'ſt Court under the Hea- 
vens, for Vnity, Peace, and Concord , for Piety 
and Vertue, for Wiſdom, Power, and Strength ; 
for Honours, Riches, and great Glory. So that 
we ſhall ſoon become the Wonder and the Glory 
of the World, the Crown of Kingdoms, the De- 
ſire and the Delight of Nations, the Joy of the 
whole Earth , and the City of the great King : 
So that moſt People in all Nations, will be mn 
love with the Proteſtant Religion, and all Hea- 
then and Popiſh Kings, Prieſts, Princes, and Em- 
perors in the World, will be aſhamed of their 
Religion , and will be ready and willing for to 
ſerve and: to honour our Royal and” Gracious 
Soveraign Cha#les the Second, King of Great Bri- 
tain, as the Chief Soveraign among the Sons of 
Men,for Wiſdom, Power, and Strength over them; 
and well they may , becauſe the Lord of Hoſts 
is with him as a Mighty Man, as a Man of War , 
to ſubdue his Enemies' under his Feer, and as a 
God of Peace, to cauſe all Strife, Contention, and 
Wars, throughour'the whole : World to' ceafe':

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nemies throughout the whole World to tremble. 
The time is come, that he will have Inquiſition 
made for the Blood of his Son , Holy Prophets, 
Apoſtles, Martyrs ; and for the Life of our late 
Royal, and Gracious Soveraign : All theſe have 
| been put to Death by unreaſonable, bloody , 
and deceitful Men, But what will they do in the 
day of Viſitation, and where will they fly for 
help ? There is no flying from the power of that 
Man by Sea or Land, in whom the Lord of Hoſts 
doth make bare his Arm, for his Arm is very 
long and very ſtrong, and that his Enemies will 
know to their great ſhame and overthrow , that 
be Enemies to the Proteſtant Religion, and to 
the Government of the Church of Zxgland. Who 
knows the Wiſdom, the Power, and the Strength 
of that Man, that is ſtrong in the Lord, and in 
the Power of his Might ? What can he not do? 
What may he not do in his own Perſon to ſerve 
his Generation , for the Peace /and Proſperity of 
many Nations ? Therefore not unto Man, not unto 
Man , but let all the Glory be given to the moſt 
High, from Men and Angels, and that conti- 
nually , for his great Wiſdom , Power, Glory , 
and Majeſty: And great Honour and Renown ,

Royal Perſon , and all his Royal Relations, that 


ſo he and they may. long live to Reign for God 
and with God , among the Sons'of Men-, from 


Generation to Generation , for the great Joy, 
Peace and Proſperity of all Nations. 
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What Vidtory or Conqueſt is got by any one 
Perſon , or by an Army of Men , the Glory of 
it is to be given to the God of Heaven , and the 
Honour of it to the King of that Nation. © When 
David in his own Perſon did get the Victory and 
Conqueſt over Go/iuh , the Philiſtins Champion, 
it was a Honour and a great Hbnour to King 
Sault and all Tſraet. And when Joab with King 
Davids Men did get the Victory, over the Chil- 
dren of Ammon , and had taken their Royal City 
the City of Waters', Joab he ſends for his Lord 
King David, to come and to take the Honour 
and the Crown, and the Glory of it , which was 
due to him. Therefore what ever Wiſdom , 
Power , Courage , or any Grace , any Subject in 
England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, hath 
received from the God of all Wiſdom, Power and 
Grace , it doth become them ſo to prove and im- 
prove them, [that they may tend for the Glory 
of the moſt High , and the great Honour and 
Renown of Zyg/2nds Royal Majeſty. Kings are 
born for Honour and great Honour in this World, 
therefore it is the Duty of Loyal and Faithful 
SubjeQs , to do what they can to uphold their 
Honour; to maintain it, and to increaſe it a- 
mong the Sons of Men , and above any of them, 
and not in the leaſt to oppoſe them and de- 
throne them , as the Church of Roxe-has done 
too many. 

There 1s a Generation of Men that are not for 
Kingly Government over them, but they would 
have a King among themſelves ; ſuch another 

C 2 Tyrant 
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Tyrant as Oliver Cromwell was ; theſe are they 
that make a noiſe about Religion, of Chriſts Per- 
ſonal Reign %upon Earth ; but theſe will be de- 
ceived of their ExpeQation, to their great Shame 
and Condemnation. The Reign of our Lord 
and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, it is Spiritual and not 
Temporal ; when he was upon Earth he made 
himſelf of no Reputation, but took upon him 
the form of a Servant ; therefore the Jews did 
flight and undervalue him : fo that he has no 
encouragement to come in his own Perſon among 
the Sons of Men , but he will come to Judge the 
World , and to Condemn them moft that would 
have him come to Reign among them, and will 
not let him Reign in their Hearts, and to rule 
and over-rule them by his Word and Spirit.

fore in the Houſe of the Righteous there is the 
richeſt Treaſure and the ſweeteſt Pleaſure, be- 


cauſe there is a ſound Heart , which is the life | 


of the Fleſh. 

A wholeſome Tongue, which is a Tree of 
Life, and Righteous Lips, which are the delight 
of Kings, yea , of him who is King of Kings , 
and the onely Ruler and beſt Ruler of Princes , 
becauſe he is the Prince of Peace, the Lord of 
Hoſts, 


Ah 
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Hoſts, who doth what he will among the Sons of 
Men, both with the Government and the Govern» 
ing of them, becauſe he hasall Power in his own 
hand , *zand the whole Creation at command. 
As the Lord of Hoſts is the Prince of Peace , 
ſo he is the Son of Righteouſneſs, who loveth 


the Righteous, and doth preſerve them , and 


layeth up ſound Wiſdom for the Righteous : He 
lays it -up for them , that they may lay it out 
—_—— in due time and ſeaſon, to prevent much 
Ev1l,that it may not come to a City or a Kingdom 
to remove much Evil that is come, and to procure - 
and ſecure great Honour, Peace, and Proſperity to 
King and Kingdom : By him and for him it is that 
Kings do Reigtt, and in the World remain ; he 
ſets them up and keeps them up, for his own 
Will and Pleaſure; they are not ſet up for the 
will and pleaſure of Men, neither have they any 
power for to oppoſe and depoſe them , as too 
many have done , to the great ſhame and confu- 
ſion of their own Faces, and much Trouble and 
Miſery of too many Nations ; but the Righteous 
Lord,who is a great God and mighty King over all 
the Earth , has known the Soul of our Royal So- 
yereign 1n great Adverſity; he has been his 
Strength in time of Trouble, he has brought 
him out of great Tribulation, and will bring 
him to great Honour and Exaltation , for the 
Glory of his great Name, for the Honour 
of his Holy Goſpel, and /{the Government 
of the Church of England » and the Peace and 
Proſperity of all Kingdoms , to the ſhame of them 

that 
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that are Enemies to the Proteſtant Religion, and 
to the Government of the Church of Ergland. 
Sir , To lay a Foundation for ſome ſtately Ha- 
bitation , for a Church, a Temple, or ſome 
great Hall for Publick Uſe and Service, it is com- 
mendable, and many will countenance, encou- 
rage, and ſet forward, a Work of that nature, and 
they do well; but to lay a Foundation by Divine 
Meditation , for the great Honourand Exaltation 
of a Kings Perſon, and the great Joy, Plwce, 
and Profperity of many Nations , it is more Ho- 
nourable, and at this time ſuitable and ſeaſon- 
able , profitable and comfortable, and advanta- 
gious tomany Perſons, Families, Cities and King- 
doms: therefore all that do love the peace and 
the proſperity of their Souls , and the comfort of 
their Lives , ſhould countenance, encourage, and 
ſet forward this high and honourable Work , 
that is for the Glory, and the great Glory of the 
moſt High, and the great Honour and Exalta- 
tion of Englands Royal Majeſty, our Royal and 
Gracious Sovereign Charles the Second , King of 
Great Britain, among the Sons of Men, and a- 
bove any of them; above all Heathen and Popiſh 
Kings , Prieſts , Princes, and Emperors in the 
| World ; that ſo all Nations may be freed from 
Slavery, and throughout the whole World great 
Joy , Peace and Proſperity ; ſo that in theſe days 
of the Goſpel will the Righteous flouriſh, and 
in the Reign of our Royal Sovereign there will 
be abundance of Peace, from the Wiſdom and

And 
ſhall not that Man be minded and regarded,by the

So that Sir, all People in all Nations will 
come to. know, and to underſtand what a great 
and mighty King our Royal: and Gracious Sove- 
raign Charles the Second, King of Great Pri- 
ta4n,is, among the Sons of Men,- for Wiſdom, 
Power, and Strength over them ; who can with 
one of his Subjects bid Defiance to the Turk, 
the Pope, and the Devil, and all the Workers of 
Evil, to-gheir greater Shame, Contempt and 
Terror., ,than-an Army of Ten hundred thouſand 
Men can ; ; becauſe the. Lord of Hoſts is' with 
him as a mighty, Man, as a Man of War, to 
ſubdue his-Enemies under-his Feet; and as'a God 
of Peace-, to cauſe All Strife; Contention and 
Wars throughout. the whole World to ceaſe, to 
the great Shame of all them that be for Strife 
and Contention,: Scdition and Treaſon, for Wars 
and Confuſion. Therefore let"the Righteous re- 
joyce and be glad, : for: Light' is ſown for the 
Righteous, and Gladneſs, Sir. for: the Vpright in 
Heart; for in: the Reign of our Royal Sovereign 
will the Righteous flouriſh ,, and in his days 
there -will be abundance ot Peace, from the 
Wiſdom-and the Power of the God of Peace; 

So 
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So that Sir, The Devil, the Author -and the 
Cauſe of all Evil among the Sons of Men, will 
be aſhamed and confounded , becauſe he ſhall 
not do what he would do, to make Strife and 
Contention , Sedition and Treaſon, Wars and 
Confuſion among the Sons of Men , tothe Ruin 
of them ; but for all the Devils Fury, Rage and 
Madneſs againlt the Sons and Daughters of Men, 
the Righteous will live and die in Peace, to the 
Terror of him. | 

Sir, The Devil knows that I hate him, and will 
ſet the whole World againſt him; for he has 
made too many Fools of Quakers among the Sons 
of Men : And is it not time for me to make him 
ſhake and tremble in his Den, but not by the 
power of Men, but by the power of Faith, which 
1s the power of the, God of Heaven., I ſhall not 
fear him nor ſpare him, . for he ſhall have no 
Reſt nor Qaietneſs among the Sons of Men, as 
long as | have a Being among; them. 

Sir, As an Ointment and Perfume doth re» 
zjoyce the Heart, ſo doth the Sweetnelſs of a Man's 
Friend by hearty Counlel. It is good Counſel 
for all the Sons and Daughters of Men for to 
hate what 1s Evil, and. then they will be free 
from the power and Dominion of the . Devil. 

Would the Sens and the Daughters of Ment be 
Wiſe, Strong, Rich, and Honourable in the Sight 
of God and Holy Angels; then they muſt nor be 
affraid nor aſhamed to be Righteous, and to love 
Righteouſneſs :. For it is Righteouſnels., and 
only Righteouſneſs Sir, that will Exalt a Perſon, 

be 
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be he High or Low , Rich or Poor , Learned or 
Unlearned , with an Ornament of Grace and a 
Crown of Glory , which the Devil nor the World 
cannot give nor take away : But it is not the 
' Righreouſneſs of Saints, or the Righteouſneſs of 
Angels that will Exalt a Perſon ; but it is the 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt. | 

Every one by Faith muſt put him on for him- 
ſelf and upon himſelf, as a Garment , as an Or- 
nament, as a Royal Robe, as a Breaſt-plate a- 
gxinſt the Fiery Darts of the Devil. They muſt 
-put him on as a Helmet of Salvation, and as a 
Crown of Glory. They that by Faith put him on, 
muſt never put him off ; but muſt own and make 
their Boaſt of him, more than the Men of the 
World can do of their Silver and Gold, of their 
Houſes and Lands , of their Offices and preat 
Places; becauſe they be not ſatisfying , abiding, 
nor long laſting. 

But Sir , They that be clothed with the Sun of 
Righteouſneſs, have that which is abiding , 
fatisfying , laſting , and everlaſting ; Peace ever- 
laſting , and everlaſting Joy; and all the De- 
lights and Pleaſures that the Mind and the Soul 
of Man is capable to enjoy. He is the Bread of 
Life , the Water of Life , the Fountain of Life, 
and'the Souls Spring-Garden for Pleaſures and De- 
light. All the Delights and Pleaſures that be a- 
mong all the Sons of Men , and all the Angels 
in Heaven, are Ten thouſand times more in 
Chriſt; for in kim is all Fulneſs and all Sweet. 


neſs.; the richeſt Treaſures, and the ſweeteſt Plea. 
ſures : 
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ſures : Happy be pe that do know their In- 
tereſt in him, and thrice happy be they that 
do make an Improvement of him ; becauſe Sir, the 
Merchandize of him is better than the Merchan- 
dize of Silver , and the Gain that comes from him 
is better than that of Fine Gold ; he is more 
precious than Rubies , and all the things Men 
can deſire is not to be compared unto him. 
Length of days, Sir, isin his Right Hand, and 
in his Left Hand Riches and Honour ; yea, du- 
rable Riches and Honour. They that do love 
him will inherit Subſtance , that will for 'ever 
laſt and flouriſh ; but they that do not love and 
delight in him , will enjoy only Shadows that 
will toon waſte and periſh; but the Lord of Life 
is 2 Tree of Life, for the Souls Pleaſure and 
Delight, and that not only for a day, but for 
every day: All the Souls freſh Springs of Joy , 
Peace and Comfort, is in him St How him. 
Therefore, ir,happy be they that do lay hold upon 
him , and ſo is every one that doth retain hi 
into the Heart of Love ; becauſe he is altogether 
lovely , and a perſon moſt worthy ; moſt wor- 
thy to be admired and defired by the Sons and 
Daughters of Men , becauſe he gave himſelf for 
them, and not for the Angels that fell from 
Heaven. 

Sir, They that find him, find Life, they” find 
Spiritual Lite , and ſhall have the Comforts of 
this Life, and a well grounded hope and a full 
afſuranceof an Eternal Life. They that find Spi» 
ritual Life, will obtain Favour of the Lord £ 
who 
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whoſe loving kindneſs is better than life, or all 
the delights of this World ; becauſe Sir, it is the 
Fountain and the Foundation of all true Honour 
and. Happineſs , that Men and Angels are capable 
to enjoy ; yet this great Lord'and King, the Jews 
was ſo unwiſe as to [light and: undervaloe him : 
They gave him a Crown of Thorns, who only 
can give them and all the Sons. of Men a Crown 
of Glory. They (lighted him, who was a better 
King than David, a Wiſer King than. Solomon: 
a greater and a better Prophet than Moſs, . a 
higher and a greater Prieſt than Aaron. all Kings, 
Prieſts, Apoſtles , Prophets and Martyrs Sr ;

To him all muſt give 
an account, for their health, ſtrength and liberty, 
and all the means of grace they have enjoyed ; 
and what. improvement they have made of his 
Word., -and of his Spirit, which he has con- 
tinued.from Generation to Generation;, for the 
Information and Reformation of all Nations. Sir, 
Hz is able and willing to ſave unto theauttermoſt | 
2ll that come unto him, Jews and Gentiles, Bond 
and Free, Male and Female, be they where theywill 
an] who they. will ; for there is no name under 
Heaven, where by any can be ſaved from Con- 
demnation , from everlaſting Wrath and Damna- 
tion, 
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tion , but by him who is the Way, the Truth 
and the Life : He is near unto all that call upon 
him in Truth , for the Prayer of the Upright is 
his Delight, They that ſeek him, Sir, with their 
whole Heart , Soul, and Strength , will find him 
and all good things with him, and in him ; that 
which Eye hath not ſeen, nor Ear hath not 
heard ; nor the Heart of Man is not able to con- 
ceive: For the Heavens, the Earth, and the 
Sea , and all the Fulneſs that is in them , they 
are his; for all things were made by him and for 
him, that are in Heaven and in the Earth, whe- 
ther they be Thrones or Dominions , or Princt- 
palities, or Powers; for by his Wiſdom and 
Power the whole Creation doth confiſt, For it 
pleaſed the Father of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, Sir, that in him, in his onely beloved 
Son , ſhould all Fulneſs dwell ; Fulneſs of Merit, 
and of Spirit ; Fulneſs of Wiſdom, and of Power ; 
Fulneſs of Righteouſneſs and Holineſs ; and Ful- 
neſs of all Grace and Glory; to make all that 
come unto him Wiſe , Strong, Rich, Honou- 
rable , and moſt Happy. But they that will not, 
Sir , _ themſelves, overcome themſelves, and 
lay out themſelves, tro come unto him ; they will 
not enjoy themſelves in the midſt of many En- 
joyments in the World. But, Sir, Their Lives 
will be uncomfortable to themſelves, and unpro- 
fitable to others ; becauſe they cannot be fruitful 
in good Works, till they come to Chriſt, ſtay with 
him, and abide in him ; then they will be uſeful 
and fruitful in their Generation, for the good of 

F many 
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many in the Nation: then, Sir , they will come 


to be Plants of Renown , and will flouriſh in the 
Courts of Gods Houſe, and bring forth pleaſant 


and profitable Fruit in due time and ſeaſon, that 


will revive and refreſh: the City of God , which 
is the Church of Chriſt in England, Scotland, 
France, and Ireland; yea, throughout the whole 
World. 

But Sir, Unprofitable Branches, that be in his 
Vineyard, that will not bring forth the Fruits 
of Righteouſneſs, which is-Faith, Love, and 
Obedience ; he will take away and cut down as 
Branches and Trees that cumber the Ground. 

Sir, The Righteous Perſons, be they where they 


will, they be the moſt Excellent Perſons in 


the Earth ;* becauſe they be moſt Fruitful in 
their Generation , for the great Honour of God, 
the King , and -the Nation. The Lord loveth 
the Righteous, let who will hate them; he knows 
the worth of them , they are, Sir, his Plants of 
Renown, his Glory and his Crown, and the 
Labour and Travel of his Soul. The Lord that 
loveth the Righreous doth preferve them, and 
watch over then as his Treaſure ; becauſe in them 
he takes pleaſure. | 

Sir, They be a Foundation to a Nation, and 


do. many times preſerve a Nation from Delola-, 
tion. The. Righteous Perſons, Sir, ſhould be' 


minded and regarded by the Sons of Men, becauſe 
they be the Light of the World for them. The 
Righteous Perſons are moſt uſeful and fruitful, for 
they be the Salt of the Earth , and a City 2 
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Hill : They be Men of Wonder , and ſometimes 
Men of Thunder. Are they not as fair as the 
Moon, as Clear as the Sun, and as Terrible as an 
Army with Banners 3 becauſe they be ſtrong in 
the Lord , and in the power of his might. Sir, 
In the Righteous Lord that loverh Righteouſneſs, 
I have both Wiſdom and Power, R:zhteouſneſs 
and Strength : Therefore let not ay be offended, 
but let every one labour to be amended , that fo 
the times may be the better tor them, and many 
the better for the times ; for the Lord he waits 
to be gracious, and doth not delight in the death 
of Sinners ; but had rather that they would turn 
and live to him and for him, and then they will 
for ever live with him; in whoſe preſence is 
fulneſs of Joy, and at whoſe right hand are plea- 
ſures for evermore ; that will make amends for 
all the Tryals, Troubles, Loſſes, Crofles , and 
Reproaches , they can meet withal in this life. 
Sir, This is high and honourable work , plea- 
ſant , profitable, and delightſome work ; victo= 
rious, glorious, and crowning work , that will 
crown the God of Heaven with- much Glory a- 
mong the Sons of Men, ; and our Royal and Gra» 
cious Sovereign Charles the Second, King of Great 
Britartn , with great Honour and Power over 
them , over all Heathen and Popiſh Kings, Prieſts, 
Princes and Emperors in the World ; which will 
be for the great Honour , Peace, Profit, and 
Comfort , of all Loyal and Faithful Magiſtrates 
and Miniſters of the Goſpel in all Nations, that 
have been for a long time {lighted and under- 
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valued by a Gain-ſaying, Proud, Stubborn, and 
Rebellious Generation , that have aCted againſt 
Law and Religion ; againſt Goſpel and Reaſon : 
Out of Pride and Contention , they have cauſed 
Sedition and Treaſon, Wars , and great Confu- 
fion; but the ExpeQation of ſuch Men will in 
due time periſh , becauſe they truſt to an Arm of 
Fleſh, and make Lies their Refuge ; but the 
Hope of the Righteous is Gladneſs, becauſe he 
truſts in the Lord , in.the Lord Jehovah ; who 
can and will in this Generation , for the Peace 
and Proſperity of many Nations, bring Order out 
of Confuſion , Light out of Darkneſs, and Good 
out of Evil; when vain has been the help of 
Man; yea, of many Wiſe, Strong, Rich , and 
Learned Men, to bring it about ; but vain is 
not the help of the.

Sir , It is in vain for Men of this Opinion, or 
that Opinion , for to complain the times are fad, 
when that by their ſtrife and contentions they 
have made them ſo bad. It is Pride that has 
cauſed Contention., and Contention Seperation 
from the Government of the Church of England, 
which ought not, and would not have been, if 
that they had minded and regarded the Peace and 
the Proſperity of the City and the Kingdom. 

Great has been the Milchief that Separation 
has made in this Generation ; in three .Ancient 
and Renowned Nations., as England, Srotland, 
and Ire/and, Has not Separation cauſed Mutiny, 

and 
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and Mutiny Sedition, and Sedition Rebellion , 
and Rebellion great Diſorder and Confuſion, as» 
mong many Perſons and Families in theſe King- 
doms ; to the ſhame of the Proteftant Religion , 
and the Government of the Church of England; 
ſo that the times have been the worſe for ſuch 
Men , and many the worſe for them ; but there 
is no time too late for that Man that is wiſe in 
Heart, for to cauſe ſuch Men by the Wiſdom 
and Power of God for to ſmart. | 

The Heart of the Wiſe, Sir, teacheth his Mouth, 
and addeth Learning to his Lips. The wiſe in 
heart will be called prudent , now Wiſdem dwells 
with Prudence, which will enable a Man for to 
hearken unto Counſel, and to attain unto great 
Counſels; ſo as to know when and how in due 
time and ſeaſon, for to Counſel Councellors, and 
to inform Senators ; not onely what may be done, 
but what is beſt to be done; © for the great Ho» 
nour, the Peace, and the Proſperity of a King 
and Kingdom. 

Sir,” A King and a Kingdom, may ſtand in need 
of a Parliament, and an Army of Men ; but the 
Lord of Hoſts, who is the King of Glory, and 
the Prince of Peace, ſtands not in need of any 
of them; but can work with them or without 
them , when and by whom he pleaſe, for to 
manifeſt his Wiſdom and Power among the Sons 
of Men ; for the great Honour -and Exaltation of 
a Kings Perſon, and the great Joy, Peace, and 
proſperity of many Nations ; which will be 
brought about in this Generation , for Exg/ards 
great 
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great Honour and Exaltation , to the Worlds Ad- 
miration. . | 

'O great is the Wiſdom and Power of God in 
Man, with Man , and for Man; when and by 
whom he pleaſe for to make bare his Arm ; that 
ſo all the Glory may redound to him , and that 
no Fleſh ſhould glory before him; becauſe all 
the Sons of Men, have their Wiſdom, their 
Power, and their Strength from him, that is 
comfortable to themſelves and profitable: to o- 
thers ; for both the preparation of the Heart , 
and the anſwer of, the Tongue, -it is from the 
Lord : For the, way of Man is not in himſelf ; 
it is not.in Man that walketh for to dire& his 
ſteps, much leſs to order his thoughts ; bur 
the ſteps of a good Man , and ſo his thoughts are 
ordered by the Lord , and he delighteth in his 
way.; for the way of the Lord is ſtrength to 
upright, but deſtraQton will be to the workers of 
iniquity, in this Generation, - to their great ſhame 
and condemnation ; who are for ſtrife and con- 
tention , ſedition and treaſon ; for wars and con- 
fuſion. Therefore let all them that be wiſe, 
be lovers of peace, and workers of righteouſneſs, 

and then the. Lord, who is a lover of righteouſ- 
neſs, will encourage them, aſſiſt them, and 
reward them. | 

Let all labour to be wiſe in heart, becauſe 
that they among-the Sons of Men, will beſt 
underſtand the Mind of the God of Heaven ; they 
will know how to do his will, and keep in his 


love and favour, which is better than life, yo 
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all the- delights-of this World ; but the, wiſdom 
that is in the World, among too many of the;Son 
of Men, it is fooliſhneſs ,* and doth many times 
end in madneſs, becauſe. they do'not make the 
Word of God their Rule, his Spirit their Guid, 
and his Glory their Aim ; bur they that do, will 
never want a wiſe Councellor, and a moſt ex- 
cellent Comforter. 

Sir, In the work of Faith, and in the labour 
of Love, for the Peace and Proſperity ,of. many 
Perſons in all Nations ; I ſhall for the;preſent 
take my leave, and ſhall remain your true and 
loving Friend - John Varney, a Member of the 
Church of England , and of the City of London, 
a Subject to his Majeſty of Great Britain, and 
Servant to the God of all Wiſdom, Power, and 
Strength ; who can, do. what. he wall, .and.watk 
with whom he will, among the Sons of Men, 
to manifeſt his Wiſdom and PoWer over rhem; + 
that ſo all Strife, Contention, and Wars through- 
out the whole World may ceaſe, .and amoug 
all People in aſl Na on4+ 5 ee'Frade, great 
Joy , and a flaſting Peace : Therefore Glory, and 
great Glory be given to the moſt high, from 
Men and Angels, and that continually ; foe his 
great Wiſdom, Power, Glory, any Majeſty ; _ 
and great- Honour and Renown , grreat Joy , 
Peace and Proſperity, from the moſt High, upon 
F::3tands Royal Majeſty , upon his Royal Perſon, 
and ail Mis Royal Relations ; that ſo he and = 
may long live to Reign for God and with God, 
among the Sons of Men, for the great Joy and 
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_— F Heaven. Amen, Amen , let all Loyal and 
* Faithful Subjeds in Fugland, Scotland, France, 
and Ireland, ſay and pray : yea, all Perſons, 
in all Nations, that do love the Peace and Pro-
